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1. Introduction 


It would not be wrong to say today, that colonialism and 
secularism are rife in the world. Mention Iraq and think of 
the extinction of the battle-age and the rest of the world 
Mention Syria and think of the extinction of the battle-age 
and the rest of the world, mention Afghanistan and think of 
the extinction of the battle-age and all of the rest of this 
species. America, which annihilated the early Islamic 
populous worth, the non-Muslim population of itself and 
every last human being otherwise, is to blame. Not the 


scapegoats. 


We talk of USA, humanity will talk of extinction. To be a 
person, a human being is a very prized commodity, so to 
speak. We are more than an endangered species, our souls 
unanswerable to our own minds, yet we have to tolerate 


the tyrant leaders. 
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For example, financially in today’s world, they are always 
too risky whereas Islam is a safe option. Lambs don’t start 
fights with wolves. This is the nature of tyranny, war and 


so on and so forth. 


When we think of it in this way; inner, outer and wider 
world; I will look up and I will see the truth and the reality. 
I see myself doing this. Enemies of the truth, however will 
only see me and how I am seeing the situation. Indeed, in 
truth; it is not wrong to say the world is being consumed 
once again by colonialism and secularist strife. By Allah 
Almighty, we mention Iraq, Syria and Afghanistan, and we 


think of the gigamurder of our peoples in this world. 
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2. Faith in the UK 


I am sure the new census will show (reveal) Islam is the 
new religion of the country in the sense of it being the new 
demonstrative religion of the British Isles and Dominion. 
At around twelve percent of Britons, Anglicans are twice 
the number of Muslims at the last count (2011) so should 
Islam double there would straightaway be more Muslims 
as Christians are tending to fall in number. At the moment, 
Britain follows the Church of England. If Scotland, Wales 
and Ireland leave the UK as West Indian Island, Barbados 
has done this year; why would a Muslim country, a newly 
defined Dar al Islam not seek to gain a Muslim kingdom? 
2031 may have a census, the Christian faith will likely not 
have a majority faith. Indeed, Anglicans are 12%, bound to 
go down to 10%. Islam, 6% is likely to go to 10% by 2021 
let alone 2031. The fact is having a Muslim majority by 


now means not no census again but no Church ever again. 
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Case study- Redbridge 


The London Borough of Redbridge is the second of 
London’s four Muslim relative majority boroughs. 
According to Ilford Recorder’s survey (“Religion in 
Redbridge: when do you turn to prayer?”’) question, 
“Which religion do you belong to?”, 36% are Muslim and 
only 35% Christian. This shows the borough has more 
Muslims than Christians, if Ilford is assumed as a 
representative sample for the whole borough. Seven Kings 
too is a relative Muslim majority area, as are other voting 


constituencies within LBR. 


The 2021 census reveals 97,068 Muslim residents as 
compared to only 94,473 for the nearest non-Muslim faith. 
In other words; whereas Christians are 30%, Islam is 32% 


(rounding up). 
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3. Sacrificing the motherplanet 


On a motherplanet we built and traversed in and beyond 
while they destroyed it repeatedly, I don’t think relative 
Dar al Islam is deniable or will be deniable. I don’t think 
Turkiye, for example, admits to losing world wars to us, 
nor that Germany admits that there was no holocaust, so 
why should Britain last? Russia, too wants nothing of it’s 
so-called “greatness”. It is time not for the creation of 
countries in the Third World and expelling British and 
French etc. (decolonisation), not for reproduction, dawah 
(outreach), conversions to our faith en masse, but for revolt 
against the rulers. Jihad for the sake of Allah Almighty. It 


is time to overthrow the christian religion. 


With the superpower shift away from the first world, the 
West; and the failure of the European project with the 
failure of the industrial revolution, the peons of 
Christianity can be retaliated against once and for all. The 


minions of disbelievers can be brought to justice and 
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straightaway. We, Muslims have never used atomic bombs 
nor automated warfare capable of killing millions, because 
it is against our ethics, but the threat of hypersonic 
missiles, for example from Russia is ever real as an 
existential threat for Britain. Similarly, before we have a 
de facto Muslim government in Europe, it is important to 


create a de jure nation state. 


As Muslims we are obliged to go to the mosque five times 
a day even if we are blind or slashed and cut. Christians 
wouldn’t, on average go to a place of worship 35 times in a 
lifetime. What good knowing who prays more daily or 
weekly or which has the largest sect. We ask a question of 
which is the ruling religion justified in a democracy to 
govern as such. We ask a question which is the 
demonstrative faith and majority religion because of the 
legal implication and potential rule of law. It is a fact 
Muslims are a majority who deserve rule as in Kashmir, 
Palestine, Turkistan, Rohingya, and areas where there are 


civil wars etc. 
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4. The real extremism 


Eastern mystics will tend to divide a person's ins and outs 
of life into parts. So they may talk of heart, soul and mind; 
and in the world: family, work and relationships. These 
then reflect in our corresponding areas of faith, worship 
and bodily life; and love, travel and sex. It then becomes 
impossible to know of the various sides of each area in the 
sense the person divorces from religion and knowledge, in 
the sense of wisdom entirely. In the mystic, the quest for 
control over the parts of life, he is so eager, indeed 
venomous in his plight for having predictability, he 
conforms to money, power, passions of the world, and 


sacrifices the reality of life to apostasy. 


In this superstition, no amount of reason in one field or the 
other with respect to each area or another, will convince 
him to reason and he will back himself and his acquired 
mysticism. He may read hands, stars, birthdays or star 


signs, and he may just read names of people.

This, however, is very much like his guidance from shirk 
and is similar to a racist being overly temperamental. 
However, when we see Jews and Christians mixing up and 
bringing capitalism, communism; in other words, 
materialism, we should be cautious of the economic 
extremism. It may or may not be clear to us as Muslim 
believers. This is that people are extremists in their view of 
economics and follow either the money or individual side 
of economics (capitalism); or the collective side 
(communism) and are crazy capitalists or communists, to 
the neglect of the middle road. In such a case, we are blind 
to the fact they are pagans, following Eastern dharam 
(“duties”). Islam teaches us first that Satan is a cause of 
misguidance in humans and believers, and also that Jews 
and Christians are earning Allah’s anger and are gone 
astray. Knowing the difference between paganism, such as 
Buddhism, Hinduism, or Sikhism; and the people of the 
book, is a matter of our religion. In case we are blind to 
economics in general, we don't follow the values of 


learning about work and work-related matters, and like the 
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superstitious pagan mystic, we think it is to do with travel 
alone (as already mentioned, the actual mistake, is to say it 
concerns only money or power), the reason behind the 


individual or collective rationalization is not clear. 


Perhaps it's easier to say that if we are blind to the inner 
dimensions, we are also blind to the whole, including all 
economic questions in this way, neglecting the value of the 
inner dimension of human life, his heart, mind and soul; 
and so, of course, the fixation or obsession with both the 
outer dimension of economic life and specifically in this 
way of having an incorrect understanding of internal and 


external. 


As this is a form of extremist thinking with the modern 
trends are deviations from historical and traditional 
religious views of economic understanding, they are, in my 


opinions, exaggerations. 
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There is clearly a psychological problem here; one of 
interjection or internalisation. The fact is, that the slavery 
of the Israelites has scarred Judeo-Christianity to believing 
that there is nothing inside; no creed, no worship, and no 
human life, and so they basically project their lack, and 
sense of loss onto the work life (specifically the commute). 
Economic understanding is therefore a type out of body 
travelling experience for them, clairvoyance or telepathy, 
less like psychokinesis and more like psychopathy or 
psychopathology. It will not be wrong to say that the 
slavery of the Israelites has scarred their descendants into 
psychoses, psychicism and the worse form of extremism, 
where they militantly claim that economic endeavour is the 
sole purpose of human life, innerly and outerly. This is the 
reason they have sought not to cooperate nor co-exist with 
humanity at the levels of neither esotericism nor 


exotericism, inner religiousity and outer religiousity. 


Ever since first Babylonians, then Egyptians took Israelites 


as Slaves, they're unwilling to beget their generations for 
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human work of heart, soul and mind, let alone our families, 
work and relationships. They are living in fear that will 
happen again. This has driven them mad by creating an 
altered frame of mind or psychicism. The proof that they 
have gone mad is based on the rationale that whereas a 
coherent philosophy of economics is one which gives 
equality as the outcome of the use of resources and 
apparati in the economic endeavor; an incoherent person 
insists, much like a mystic, that it is travel, and the mode 
of travel, that is the cause of economic well-being. Much 
as pseudo-spiritualists claim going to work dictates how 
well we do at work as it facilitates our sense of well-being 
when outside our homes, (usually); capitalists and 
communist totalitarianists and authoritarianists say the real 
reason an economy thrives is to do with the transport that 
is used. The reason they say this, is because that is all they 
have offered to progress. The so-called industrial 
revolution was albeit symbolized by the wall clock or the 


tractor or even a windmill; was inspired by steam engines 
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and a form of mass travel, air travel and automobiles are 


two examples of this. 


The world has seen many revolutions and economic stages 
before this and will only see many stages after this. Early 
Islam brought Windmills to the world. The first human 
beings to use windmills, in Persia, would invent sideways 
ones. Lately Muslims rely on computers, the main 
economic apparatus. This is likely to continue into the 
future as Muslim economies rule over capitalism and 


communism. 


Indeed, when agriculture; farming and herding, began, 
who can say? But clearly that is part of the books of 
history and religion and a shared human endeavour. 
Pakistan existed, for millions of years as a Stone Age Man 
at the time the Indus River Valley civilization existed. 
Space travel may have been invented by a communist 
Russia, but this is no reason for a bad reflection on 


Muslims and Islamic economics. Indeed, to win the Star 
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Wars, they have committed economic extremism, much 
like Americans. If Russia did get off the planet first, they 
were then of 15 to 20 countries on today's map. It should 
be noted, most, if not all of those countries, (and it is 


everybodies’ effort and reward), is Muslim. 


We mustn't be economists allowing ourself to judge the 
book by the cover and so we shouldn't assume the validity 
of our argument by the book we read simply because we 
find it in a library. I'm not saying the Bible was never 
valued as a divine book. It was, it brought a form of Sharia 
for those who were of that time in history before Islam and 
were such believers. Nevertheless, we should have listened 
to the courage our predecessors and generations of whom 
gone before, had to not hide behind these sorts of things. 
The reason I think it's wrong to do this is that in capitalism, 
the capitalist hides behind money. He hides the economic 
thought behind money, and in communism, the communist 
hides behind power. He hides the economic thought behind 


power. 
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How has this economic extremism led to the terrorism of 
gigamurder in our world, particularly in the modern period 
in Western countries? It is in the assault on our economic 
mastery and superpowerdom, such is in West Africa, in 
the Malian kingdom that we see the transatlantic slave 


trade was effected by the Europeans. 


The invasion and subsequent occupation of what we now 
call America by Europeans and the megamurder of Native 
Americans was not an attack on Muslims, and was not 
defended solely by Islam, so was more subversive a 


political move. 


World wars are an assault on our world, Europeans 
destroyed Khilafat in 1924, of the Ottoman Empire; 
between the two world wars. Again European attack of 
World War was defended by Islam, our political economy, 


as well as geography. 
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British Raj of India was an assault on our Dawlah al Islam 
and its Islamic State, given how we saw the last of Muslim 
Indian Mughal Kings of India in 1857, and this is when the 
invasion started to be fought; were heavily an attack on a 


spread of Islam. 


An attack on our refinding of dar al Islam, the Muslim 
lands; is the Russian Revolution and Holodomor, among 
Muslims in Ukraine. Similarly, the Chinese revolution and 
the opression of Muslims in East Turkistan was a 
gigamurder and can be seen to be used to slow the faith of 


Islam down. 


The atomic bombing of Japan by America wasn’t an attack 
of Europeans or British and wasn’t on Muslims, and Islam 
couldn't defend it. It is considered the greatest 


transgressions this species ever made. 


The so-called war of terror, a global assault on Islam has 
nine or ten in ten victims in Muslims because Islam has 
almost become a world majority religion, it is a response to 


the spread of Islam. Islam is the world's fastest growing 
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religion and within a few decades may become more 
popular than all others, with nearly 1 to 1 ratio of believers 
and non-believers. However, the global war on terror is 
interesting because it's an umbrella term for many mega- 
murders. Iraq. Syria. Afghanistan. Pakistan. Somalia. 
Sudan. Palestine. Syria. East Turkistan. Bosnia. Yemen. All 
examples of Muslim countries suffering the fault of 
America and its false accusations against Islam and 
Muslims. With these 15 or so wars and the two against 
non- believers, it can be seen as humanity under the threat 


of extinction and humans as an endangered species. 


We could add to the list of wars and transactions with 


Libya again by Europe and America, or perhaps Rwanda. 


In conclusion, the transgressors confuse the actual real 
causes of God, religion, life etc. with the self, their 
communities, and so on and so forth. This is the real 


extremism. 
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5. Muslims ruling Britain 


It may seem difficult to understand for the many of us who 
see Britain's role and importance in the world, but the 
countries of the world largely have been ruled by the 
military war and terrorism of the British, and are by and 
large victims of British terrorism. 117 of some 200 are 
victims of Britain's terrorism. 52 of 117 have become 
independent, and to this day celebrate independence 
against British; and the rest are independent but do not 
celebrate this freedom as the national independence as 


such. 


This Empire was founded on racism and this was called 
simply “slavery”, where purely by virtue of coming from 
Muslim lands; Muslims, forcibly converted to the false 
religion of Christianity, were made to work, indentured or 
not (ie. alone from their family) in subservient 


dependencies, which then forced dependency upon the 
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original Muslim nation where the slave was born. 
Colonialism is the name we, as decolonialists, advocating 
decolonisation, ie. a return of the slaves to their homeland 
(and the confiscation of the Empires ill-gained colony) 
give to this process of subjugation of peoples with respect 
to our country's wealth and our civilisations’ wealth, more 
generally: It is a term which is deemed neutral of religion. 
I use it because it is more popular and in good stead with 
myself. However, it is noted that it is the Christian imperial 
rule and colonisation; whereas as a Muslim, we are 
invariably always victim of empire and colonialism. 
Indeed, decolonisation is a kind of general word relating to 
anti-Islamic forces being brought into line through the 
power of a persevering Muslim in Islam. 

As I have said, the economics is the use of Praxis to fight 
colonialism, which comes from imperialism. Imperialism 
itself comes from terrorism. Indeed terrorism was when the 
discoverers invaded the respective countries of the blessed 
Muslim Ummah; in general, in Asia, Africa, the Middle 


East, surrounding continents: of countries which are part of 
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the Ummah who celebrate independence, but Americans 
are of non-Muslim countries which are gained through the 
extension of imperialism, colonialism, where the so-called 


Christian countries, are the religion of the terrorists. 


To prove that the accusation of terrorism on Muslims on 
Islam as a faith, the alignment is made between empire and 
colony. Being Muslim and Christian, this implies Islam is 
to blame. However, this is simply untrue. Imperialism 
causes colonialism, so Islam suffers first by imperialism, 


and then through colonialism. 


As we look closer at British brutality, you see it is a 
vicious cycle will always lead to trouble. In as much as 
they ascribe the word terrorism and the label terrorist to us 
as Muslims; our faith being al Islam: submission to one 
God Almighty alone and without partner; they are falling 
prey to a duplicitous illusion. It is as though there is 
genocide at a very great level, and there's denial that this is 


taking place to at a great level. It is this softer side, which

means what kind of people are constantly talking about 
racism, slavery, war and terrorism: explaining themselves, 
just to suppress the war, terrorism, imperialism, and 


colonialism behind the same. 


The initial name of South Africa until some 40 years ago, 
was, with Canada, Australia, New Zealand; white colony. 
This is why they talk of nationalism for example, because 
it is the only topic to hide the fact after the war against 
coloured folk, the initial racism of course being meted out 
by supposedly people in ancient Babylon who created 
Judaism, which created Christianity. In summary, when 
there is genocide, the respected victim is made to suffer 
infocide this involves intolerance towards the accusation, 
reversal of the accusation and the strict legal implication 
whenever there is bifurcated economic and other such 


problems or calamities. 
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6. Establishing an Independent Britain from the 


Christian religion 


If Britain is now identified as the mosque- going nation as 
opposed to church going one, why does this affect the 
economics and other such sciences? Eg. why does this 
affect other countries when they’re no longer British any 


more? 


Firstly, we must accept that whereas, for Christians, 
countries are being said to be discovered in history that is 
as information in science; those same nations and that 
same information is, for Muslims, invaded. If it is through 
dependency economics that sovereign and independent 
nation states are being declared as remnants or 
dependencies or even colonies, then it is possible as 
Muslims, Khilafat is being sacrificed. For us to express 
proper Khilafah; that's how and why God Almighty has put 
men (along with Satan), to face a test on earth, and we see 


the snag of all of these things. For us to effect proper 
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Khilafah, ie. politics of Al Islam, we must reflect on the 
role of God, man, Satan; properly as has been given to us 
in our lives. In the struggle, God is representing al Islam, 
Satan is representing Christianity; the choosing between 


the two is as men.

From the point of view of Islam, the crusades were terror, 
fighting independence from colonial rule was terror, the 
global war was terror and reversing colonialism is terror. 
So, firstly Richard I was a terrorist, then Churchill etc, then 
the actors of GWOT. To this list is too added people like 
Brendon Tarrant, who although he got forty counts of 
murder, he gets only one for terror, a travesty of justice 
indeed. Surely white supremacy is terrorist by now on all 
four types of injustice; imperialism, colonialism, war and 
the reverse of colonialism, where former colonies, now 
free, are attempting to return to the fold of Islam. So in 


Australia and New Zealand, Britain, terroriser of Muslims 
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is not only losing the crusade, imperialism, colonialism, 


the country and the war; but also losing itself to Islam. 
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8. The Asian Shift 

The last 40 to 50 years of economic growth, have 
witnessed the marked industrial growth of the Third World 
from emerging in the world, to leading both the output and 
growth of economic activity. It is due largely to the 
completion of industrialization and the promise of large 
scale automation at regional levels largely. International 
trade is then an area where we have a way to further this 
redressing of imbalance and this applies to the labour 


market as well. 


Here convention has it, an employment and even labour 
productivity, perhaps are not ends in their own right and 
that they are in fact a means or a fulfilment of a need of an 
economy. It can also be seen that further, output as per 
wealth, personal or national measures is not necessarily 
intricate beyond the more novel egalitarian model. It is a 
contention then, that wealth; being rich, and not being poor 
for the third world, is similar to a means and ends where it 


is a need to be met, not just a want. Indeed, this is the era 
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of international trade; as modernity or the modern period 
had the eras of auto-mobile and aero-travel beforehand and 
has, as I have said, the promise of automation, 
digitalization and computer utilisation ahead of it. 
Nevertheless, as productivity levels across the globe shift, 
we see a change of the core countries within the overall 
system or pattern of international trade. This is called the 
Asian shift. When most people think of the peaceable rise 
of the countries in the new international economic world, 
such as were visualised, and envisioned 40 to 50 years ago, 
we imagine the miracle rise of China as a Gigapower or a 
superpower to be followed perhaps by countries such as 


India and Pakistan, possibly with Indonesia there too. 


We think of a Chinese workers 996 where workers in 
finance offices, do nine in the morning until nine in the 
evening, and for six days a week. For us in the Western 
world, we know that thanks to the power of the trade 
unions, we have got a weekend and so the nine to five: 


nine in the morning, until five in the evening is more

familiar. This is a 40 hour week and is almost half of the 
now somewhat discontinued 72 hours of 996. A continental 
shift implies days on as days off for colleague workers. 
The envisaged world order or system is like the human 
diet, a well known human system involving the range of 
human bodily processes, from the digestion to the nervous 
system, the cardiovascular and respiratory systems etc. 
Fats, proteins and carbohydrates are the known and 
accepted chief components of a person's diet. However, 
where some diets such as the Atkins advocate the near total 
omission of the least nourishing component of a normal 


diet, carbohydrates, there are others called low-carb diets. 


There are also others such as Keto-diets, encouraging 
people to reverse the order of assumed importance and 
therefore intake from fats, proteins, carbohydrates to 
carbohydrates, proteins and fats. In other words, keeping 
sugars constant, this means more emphasis on less 
carbohydrates, less proteins, and least of all fat. This is an 


example of the third world where instead of diminishing 
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the role of the immense suffering of human beings, we try 
to refind balance in terms of first, second, third worlds by 
the emerging, emergent and emerged model: itself being 
the emerged or more developed economies, the larger more 
populated economies and emerging world economies. All 
in reverse order of precedence. The corresponding 
economic shift and change is one of a geographical nature, 
where approximately; Europe and Asia are trading places 
if you'd like, around the rest of the world. You might also 
find the reversal is from America, Europe and Asia, to 
Asia, Europe and America. In summary, a high fat low- 
carb diet is similar to the religious gear change of America 
and Europe in the time of the Asian miracle economy, 


which is like protein for the body. 


Instead of the knowledge of the Unseen we prefer to know 
the material world. Instead of understanding the spirit we 
like to know the physical and the bodily; and instead of 
knowing if there is an afterlife we like to know of this 


universe. These are the three debates of significance, with 
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rage as the modern age is busy fighting Islam, and its 
resurgence: God and matter. The spirit and the physical. 
The afterlife and the universe. This battle of faith (ie. Al 
Islaam) with its old remnants (Judaism and Christianity) 
holds the similar truth of God Almighty, His Angels, His 
Books, His Messengers; as against faithlessness. Of 
spirituality against the body or mind over body; and of the 
good of the hereafter, the eternal abode after death, and the 


temporal abode. 


We can see how this is in Judaism, historically, with 
prophets, by now internally divided by who is learned 
against who is of the book. Knowing today that they are 
“Maghdubi alaihim”, those who have earned Allah’s anger 
is to accept that they and they have an orthodoxy and an 
ultra orthodoxy. This is the real extremism and terrorism. 
Whenever they mention the material world, and they do so 
in a specific way, it is to deny the unseen world of God and 
His angels, the chief of whom, the devil is responsible for 


their misguidance. Whenever they speak of physical things 
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and bodily things, it is to detract from the spiritual, and if 
they claim to know too much about this universe, it is 
because they quite falsely, deny the afterlife. We should 
when they confront us, telling us about matter, remind 
them of the one God and the unseen world; when they talk 
too much about the physical, bodily world, remind them 
about spirituality; and if they try to show knowledge of the 
present universe, tell them of the next world. Any progeny 
of a Prophet of God, peace and blessings be upon them all; 
namely, the children of Israel where the every the son has 
grasped the opportunity to wilfully murder the same that is 
a Prophet of God (Peace be upon them all) have 

clearly alot to learn of humanity let alone of religion. Any 
soldier who defends the god they themselves claim was 
slain by other men, is disposed innately towards 


cowardice. 


Christians by virtue of fighting a war where God has 
already fallen, are themselves innate cowards. Their only 


Salvation is to be found in the Islamic faith. If we study the 
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psychology of martyr-worshipping cults, and so on and so 
forth, to which Islaam is completely opposed, I will add; 
such as David Koresh or others claiming messiahdom, it is 


suicide they believe in; or else, genocide. 
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9. Normal probability 

When we are at home, we are happy, there is no-one to 
judge us; who we are, what we want, nor to ask why of us. 
Should we leave the home, for example to go to work for 
somebody, we are seeking something and trying to make 
an effect of our person in the world. When we do this we 
engage in a process of life which ultimately earns us 


attributed factors of our person in the world. 


There are many types of such attributional reality. 
However, I will point out, the way I have framed it, it may 
seem to concern only economic life; although that is just 
an example. Whereas psychology claims such an 
attribution to be either internal or external, I would like to 
hold that the main way a person will tend to attribute will 
be either through normal attributional probability, where he 
or she is in control over the world; or natural probability, 


where vice versa, he is controlled by the world. 
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Wherever we try to attain happiness by knowing the world 
psychologically, it is by finding normal distribution for our 
own statistical inference. To fail to find this we instead 


resort to natural distribution and accept what we are given. 


Natural probability, under- and over-practicability, Dar 


and Dawlah 


Natural probability is the chance of a disbeliever to find 
Allah Almighty and become a Muslim believer. This is the 
flow from all of the Prophets to Islaam. La ilaha ilallah 


Mohammadur Rasulallah. 


By under-probability or under-practicability, is meant the 
failure of Islam to act in tandem with governments’ 
failings, and by over-probability or over-practicability, is 
meant the failure of people to keep apace with 


government. 
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Under-probability 


This can also be seen as the failure of government to keep 


up with the people’s religion. 


The Islamic sociology of US, UK and Palestine (and 


occupied territories) 


Although USA is still practising Islam for a decade or two 
right now; with UK, where Muslim attendance of Mosques 
outnumber the Christians church goers, being its only ally 
of this imaginary empire, mean It too is counted along with 
a third of the evil Trinity, Israel as having an intrinsic 
Islamic sociology. I say Israel, but what is meant is 
Palestine and it's occupied territory, if Palestine has, with 
Israel's Muslim attendance more people going to places of 
worship over there than Jewish. In other words Islam has 
more than going to places of worship than Judaism. The 
fact is Muslims are in the sense outnumbering other faith 


categories. It is hard to write this without pointing out that 
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the world is becoming Muslim. Judaism has no country, 
too Christianity hasn't any major countries, only Italy and 


that, not all of it. 


Nevertheless, it is not wrong to observe that the countries 
here, as members of the Ummah of the Muslim countries 
are like the hypocrites, of the time of Allah's Prophet 
sallallahu alayhi wa sallam. They say they're Muslim in 
their tongues, and because of Kuffar do something 


different when the time for action is here. 


As I've indicated Italy, for example, is not a wholly 
Christian country, it is such as islands of Sicily Dar al 
Islam. So is Spain, Portugal and France too. All of these 
are making UK Dar al Islam soon too, as Britain moves 
from being a country where people are more often mosque 


attendees, to where people are more often Muslims. 


Overprobability 
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This can also be seen as the failure of the people to stay 


abreast with their rulers.

If a crime is committed in occupied Kashmir, it can be said 
it is part of popular rule of Pakistan. The responsibility of 
protection is on the side of Pakistan. If India or China 
declares part of Kashmir as theirs, it is not theirs and 
remains as Pakistan.

Islam is thousands of years old, the country was ruled 
by Islam for over a thousand years and so will not return in 
definition to be in anything other than Dar Islam, land of

China, part land of Islam 
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East Turkistan has been a Muslim province for over a 
thousand years. Going back to the Khalafa tun Rushidun, 
Sayiddina Uthman ibn Affan ,may Allah be pleased with 
him. The country or civilization of China may have had 
people following the teachings of the other traditions- 
Buddhism, Confucianism, however, Islam remains very 
dominant in one partial area in China, the Northwest.

The Future is Islam in Britain 


In Islam, there are five pillars to our religion; which 


determine the religiosity of our peoples, Muslims. Faith, 


prayer, fasting, charity and pilgrimage; are both drivers of 


faith practice and they also represent the collective force or 


the drivers of our collective point of view, known 


variously as socio- economic or socio-political drivers. 
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However, in Britain there are trends where there are people 
trying to define religion as far as demonstrative religion 
goes as driven by metaphysics, institutions, community, 
ethics and spirituality. I quote the MICES in the 
mnemonym from Linda Woodhead in “The Future of 
Religion in Britain” when she says Britain follows these 


trends of, no to Christianity, no religion and Islam coming 


up. 


We as Muslims, can but recognise she is jumping on the 
bandwagon far too completely. Indeed she is jumping on 
the train that Christianity and atheism precede Islam. If she 
is of the former or latter (atheism) is not my problem, what 
bothers me as a Muslim is not that atheism mediates 
Muslims and Christians. This to me, is not my problem. 
What bothers me is she's on a train of thought but she has 
not bought the ticket. 
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Another way to put her demise of Christianity, atheism, 
Islam- hypothesis is that to say religion recedes into the 
sphere of choice, away from the public realm. Indeed this 
atheism itself; religion which recedes out of the public 
sphere and family life into individual choices is itself a 


new public writ according to her. 


But, since the end of the Great War, Islam is a mega-faith 
in Britain. Why the negativity? It is over a hundred years 
since Muslims made up the better part of a million. In UK, 
where the prime minister is Hindu, Hindu’s have been a 
million for two years. Plus, Jews aren't more than a quarter 
of a million even today. 2090 is the year Muslims exceed 
Christians. As far as the future of religion in Britain, that is 


at 16 or 17 million. 


What are they worried about, if 2060 sees tens of millions 
of Muslims? By 2100 it will be 22 million to 16 million 


Christians. Gathered Muslims do already overtake 
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numerically the Church of England but the proofs of 
demonstrative Islam or demonstrative Muslims ie. the 
Muslim faith; the demonstrative faith of UK where a 


Briton is a mosque-goer, are:- 


1.) Islam and Muslims are facing, after Richard Lionheart 


and all that, a second crusades here at home, and 


2.) Atheists are the majority and the Church is again part of 
Rome, I say this because it was a fact of Christianity 
remaining unpopular. Only a handful of lakh go to church. 
If there are nearly a million Christians it makes little 
difference if the Roman Catholic denomination does 
practice in near enough millions, all it means is the Church 


of England is part of Rome again. 


Otherwise, why wouldn't they acknowledge Islam as the 
real faith? King John who came to the throne in 1199 
almost did. Most remember him for the Magna Carta these 


days, not for his near ascent to Islam. Today we too, are 
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rewriting history by blaming wars and so on, on our 


Muslim brothers and sisters like this. 


If Islam doesn't rise to this challenge of ruling Britain, how 
will we rule America? By the time they realise we are 
Muslims here and that Islam is the truth, we will look like 
them, like warmongers. The fact British history is full of 
Richard the First’s Crusades and Magna Carta doesn't 
mean Caliph An Naseer didn't nearly conquer Britain back 


then. 


Similarly, just because the church is part of Rome, it 
doesn't mean Britain or any of the home countries are not 
potentially Dar al Islam. In Britain, people follow Morocco 
as nearest Dar al Islam. Well, if Spain is counted: there 
may not be any border states yet Spain is the nearest to a 
border state; so being majorly Muslim and there being no 
great kuffar or threat of this anti Islamic sentiment, mean 


that it is Dar al Islam. 
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Indeed Islam has entered the noble classes. The late Lord 
Sheikh in 2006 was of the first Muslim peers in the 
unelected House of Lords, so it has created a state here in 
the sense once there's a majority and Islamic Sharia rules 
Britain, Britain will always remain Dar al Islam. The point 
is 2050 is when Islam becomes a global, dominant world 


religion. Well, this may be 2090 in the UK. 


The industrial revolution where the Western European 
continent caused so much pain and suffering in the rest of 
the world is coming to an end by five years, as America is 


no longer economically ahead of all others. 


Professor Linda Woodhead says that the world is suffering 
Christian fundamentalism, which is a 21st century 
phenomenon. But for the old guard sadly it is a sore truth 
that this sort of totalitarianism and Stasi-state mentality 
and so on is simply not part of Islam and simply not a 


Muslim problem. It is in fact a common problem. One 
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originating in America, USA. To be honest, what religion, 
language, culture; did USA offer? The fact is Islam is 
thousands of years old and so here they are not a trend of 


like USA, World War or Israel for that matter. 


The economic implications are that following colonialism 
and imperialism, there is decolonisation. So just as India 
was part of British empire, Britain and it’s empire could 
now become a colony for Pakistan. Urduisation, 
Islamisation and an end to the racism would follow. Thus, 
migration and a lack of reverse migration cause the 
perpetrator of colonialism to then become a victim state 


themselves. 
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10. The Prophetic age 


Pakistan, before the great deluge 


When we consider the decline of Indus River Valley 
Civilization, when we talk of Homo erectus, the pre- 
homosapien hominid who first graced Planet Earth as we 
know it; we walked over Earth for thousands of years. In 
fact, hundreds of thousands of years. As Muslims, it is 
pertinent to know, firstly, that, as a species we came to 
earth with Sayidinna Adam (alaihi salam) and, that having 
a second Adam, Sayidinna Nuh (alaihi salam) is similar, 
and bares many resemblances to the change to 


homosapiens. 


Secondly, the early Islam as such is followed with 
Prophets of Allah az awajal, (upon whom be peace), 
mainly from Ancient Palestine, or more generally, in the 
Middle East; largely following in the footsteps of the 


earlier Prophets, upon whom be peace. 
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Whereas trade routes and supposed, or assumed 
international trade, had routes beginning in the first 
picture, by the time of early Islam, whence Muslim 
identity is present: knowledge of the Final messenger by 
name and age is possible. Trade is very developed and 
villages, towns and settlements have become cities and 


mega-cities with countries. 


With the evidence of late from palaeontology we can 
deduce the earliest of countries in the world is not India, 
Israel, etc. but rather Pakistan and Palestine; Egypt, 
Arabia, Babylon. If today we find people have more 
interest in Jericho and so on, then these are seen as more as 
a reminder of the infighting in civilisational history. A 
theory of Pakistani proto-history or Ancient Pakistani 
theory proposed by Pakistanologists such as REM Wheeler 
amongst others, including Hindus; is the migrant invasion 
theory, which says dharam is the reason Ancient Pakistan 


fell, once it had risen in the stone age as one of the world's 
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four dominant areas of human life, the others being 
Babylon, China and Egypt; but where did these Indian 
peoples or Greeks, or immigrants come from, if at all? If 
first Indians than Europeans came then how and why at 
all? The answer seems to be that the early Indus man was 
happy to share his culture with his brother-man. First, he 
spread his wings to the east, to enlarge his total grip on our 
subcontinent. Then he spread his wings to the west where 
Europe was discovered. He had probably already 
discovered China and the Middle East. So other than go to 


America, these were the only possibilities. 


I believe what is virtuous above all, to remember and to 
bare in mind, as the people who do know God's 
Messenger, upon whom the peace and blessing, by name, 
as Sayindinna Muhammad (sallallahu alihi wasalam) is 
that we respect Arab and non Arab; Arab wa Ajam. What is 
clear of Ancient Pakistan is that we are, as Indus man and 


as Pakistanis now Ajami people. Indians, Europeans or 
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whoever, other than our Muslim brothers in faith, have a 
culture then, that is really no different from one for which 
we already have love and have no desire to create hatred 


for. 


Given to this day, The Indus Man (TIM) divides nicely 
into oblator and non-oblator, animal sacrificer and non- 
animal sacrificer; it seems reasonable to assume beyond 
just drought that there was actual famine, as after all the 
Indus Man in the East has been affected by dharam and 
restricted from eating animal meat. The fear of famine, 
drought and asps is likely a cause for pagan religions in the 
area of the sub continent. This is synchronous with the 
Prophet Ibrahim (AS) and Ancient Sumerian civilisation, 
such as is called Ancient Babylon, Ancient Assyria and 
Ancient Egypt, Ancient Mesopotamia etc. Other theories 
assume only Elamites were similar and traders with Indus

Did the Indus shifting towards India create dharam in the 
world? Were the failures of Indus man to make a surplus 


output the cause of famine or drought? Were there tectonic 


plate shifts or other harsh geographical changes to the area 


of the subcontinent? 


The theory that Ancient India was borne of Ancient 
Pakistan, evidenced by all of above theories is stating 
metalwork is the cause. Without Alloys, India wouldn’t be 
known as either ancient nor a civilisation in it’s own right. 
It is, in other words, not invasions that have created the 
Vedic texts but rather they are a reaction to murti’s and 
putla’s built in the stone age and after. This is why we are 
not called as a Bronze Age civilisation, whereas they are. 
In fact, in the context of La ilaha il Allah, Nabi Ibrahim 
(Peace be upon him) was the first of us Muslims. It is our 
language (Elamodravidian), our land (eg. Punjab is where 
Ramayana was created) and our puppets from the bronze 


age which they worship incorrectly. We Pakistanis, 
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were a prehistoric civilisation before the famine and it is 
composite metal that they (Indians) worship because it is 


the only time they got ahead of us for once. 


The present theories are added to by the mythology theory 
of the tripartite epochs of prehistory. Was ancient Pakistan 
able to create ancient India by composition of metal 
through metallurgy/ metalwork? These are all nevertheless 
small or relatively small factors; hydrological shift, 
agricultural failure, tectonic shift, famine, drought 
invasion, compared to the idea of climate overall flood 


being the additional fact or the ice age as such. 


“A river watering the garden flowed from Eden; from 
there it was separated into four headwaters. The name of 
the first is the Pishon; it winds through the entire land of 
Havilah, where there is gold. The gold of that land is 


good; aromatic resin 
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and onyx are also there. The name of the second river is 
the Gihon; it winds through the entire land of Cush. The 
name of the third river is the Tigris; it runs along the east 


side of Ashur. And the fourth river is the Euphrates. ”

The first of the “rivers” of the Paradise, Pishon (Genesis 
2:11) that is the land of Pakistan often pronounced 
“Pakishtaan” by those of the former East Pakistan, 
Bengali-speaking of the land of Bangladesh. What is 
unclear is the role of Ancient Elamites (“Persian” people) 
in aiding and abetting TIM to form Ancient India, but what 
is clear is that there is a link to the Tigris and Euphrates 
(Genesis 2:15), as a subsident river on earth to the River 


Indus, in the Hindu Kush; in Kashmir, the River Ganges. 
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Ancient Pakistan preceded ancient India as Ancient 
Pakistan is a stone age civilization, which we refer to as 
Indus man, a stone age man or The Indus Man (TIM) 
who's possibly around on planet earth ever since the 
continent was formed half of a million years ago. It is 
likely Pakistanis through antiquity have been a civilization. 
For the entirety of Paleontological period before the Indus 
River Valley Civilization extended and we created India, 
this means for hundreds of thousands of years, Pakistani 
history preceded Indian history. Throughout the 
Paleolithic, Mesolithic and Neolithic periods of prehistory 
or proto-history, Ancient Pakistan existed and the Indus 
man was living in what is now Pakistan. When we say 
Muslim India is thousands of years old but modern India 
only a handful of decades new, it is for a clear reason; we 
are an ancient civilization in prehistory, they are not, they 
did not exist. While it is true India was united by 
Chandragupta Moria in the history of Pakistan in India; 
this is only a precursor to Moghul rule of the sub- 


continent, or reaction of the Indus man having spread from 
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Ancient Pakistan to the rest of the Pakistani subcontinent. 
Why do I say Indus man was alive ever since the 


subcontinent was formed for half a million years ago? 


Because, the subcontinent was geographically created 
when tectonic plates shifted approximately 50 million 


years ago. Human life would only be appropriate to this by 


approximately half a million years ago, once he had come 
to planet Earth. As the sub- continent is not a continent in 
it’s own right, it's why I have said TIM is half a million 
years old. Human life on this earth, ie. humankind is. As 
Pakistanis we’re measured in hundreds of thousands of 
years, so called Indians, are measured, if at all in mere 
decades. As a counter argument Bharati’s war-footed so- 
called people's can say as per Homo Neanderthalensis, 
Pakistan is 50,000 years old as per Foreign or Aryan 
Invasion Theory (Wheeler). Given the ice age we live in 
began 12,000 years before present, maybe they say 


Pakistan is over 10,000 years old. The very least as a 
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rejoinder to stone age Tim is the villages and pinds that he 
has created in the Punjab in central and southern areas of 
our subcontinent. It is from here a bronze age has been 
developed. It's from here that events of hindu texts were 
staged, or as is claimed, took place. It is notable that 
whereas Mohenjadaro spread went into southern areas and 
parts of subcontinent which are now hindu (eg, Saurashtra, 
Dholavira; Gujarat etc), Harrappan spread went into 
northern Tim and made Buddhism and Hinduism and by 
extending into present day Rajastan (kalibangan) and 
Haryana (rakhigari); Mahrgarh made Multan city and the 
rest of the villages of the non-sacrificing peoples of the 
East, with Ganweriwal and other such Ancient Pakistani 
and Now Pakistani cities; after all Pakistan precedes India 


in this important way. 


In fact, in that the first step to creating India is what 
basically is not Indian, ie shepherdry, so it may be possible 


to allocate each of the Hindus Texts to the five 
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rivers; Mahabharata and Krishna from Sutlej, and Brahma 
from the Ravi, Ram from the Beas, Ramayana, Tripitikas 


from the Jhelum and Upanishads from Chenab. 


What is notable is that whereas Darya-e-sindh is from the 
oceans, the Arabian Ocean; River ganges is from the land 
ie. mountains of the Himalayas. That the Indus comes from 
Arabian ocean would mean we Pakistanis aren’t folk of the 
valleys and hills ie. Pinds, but rather highlanders or 


uplanders from the Himalayas. 


The question of whether India comes from Pakistan means 
to ask does Sanskrit originate in Elamodravidian? Does 
River Ganges originate from the Indus? Does idol worship 
originate in vegetarianism? Perhaps it is more ethically 
proper to ask instead of these issues: how has ancient or 
vedic Sanskrit developed from Elamodravidian? How is 


Ganga a mountainous river but Indus an Oceanic one? Do 
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Hindus miss out on animal sacrifce as per Abrahamic 
religion? To answer these questions, study in comparative 
linguistics, the geography of the land, river and oceans, 
and comparative religious study is required. Nevertheless 
as anthropologists and paleoanthropologists, it is possible 
to say something good about the social processes of the 
religion of those people known as Tim, Pakistanis; a 
people who are the real, original Punjabis, Gujratis, 
Indians, Bengali’s etc. To know that in fact, is to be 
assured Pakistani’s are descendents of upland people 
unlike Indians who were village dwellers traditionally, that 
Homo Erectus was a Pakistani and not Bharati, and that 


remains true because of our Paleolithic history. 


Indeed admitting Pakistanis Paleolithic history will prove 
(through Radiocarbon dated artefacts from the early or 
middle stone age), that Ancient Sumer, Cairo, Babylon and 
any other civilisations in the new stone age, such as in 


Palestine; weren’t the first cities and towns, and maybe 
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that there was a state or a megacity in the world before 


them in Pakistan. 


Part 1 -Pakistan, before the invention of metallurgy 


If metallurgic advancement yields to the two stages of 
human advancement, the first is the development of a 
metal alloy. Although metalwork before this is largely 
smelting and hammering, the deoxidization process of use 
to purify metals from the ore, is called reduction. It is the 
second stage where we move into the Iron Age ,where Iron 
ore is deoxidized into the metal and chemical elements we 
call iron. It is noted that the Bronze Age begins with 
making alloys and the Iron Age with making light coloured 
metals which shine the so- called metallic colour. The 
Stone Age on earth begins with life here on the earth, the 
first use of stone tools thought to be begun with the advent 
of human life on planet earth, hundreds of thousands of 


years ago. Inspite of the tripartite theory of proto-history,

indeed, despite the three divisions of prehistory, I am 
including here life on earth before the great deluge, so 
from the fall to Earth until the flood and from metalurgical 
invention until the present. The reason is that radiocarbon 
dating although perfectly simple a mathematical 
calculation yield to periods of around 6000 years, meaning 


1/50 of the total human history, approximately. 


The second last 50th of the 50ths beginning the last 
Interglacial period or the last Ice Age. Given the two 
metallurgical periods plus the modern period together, and 
doubled, give us a length of time of the ice age, around 
12,000 years; it is noted that the modern period is therefore 
one or two roughly percent of human history in time. 
Carbon 12 or carbon 14 therefore has a weight or a 
gramme over two n where n is 50; up until a gram over 2 


times 2, and a gram over 2. 
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As Muslims, Pakistanis we are victims of conspiracies 
against our own good selves, the turning point being, of 
our capital cities with Islamabad and Rawalpindi, the 
burning burden on us is this twining, Islamabad being 
small to Pindi. It seems the world is not content with 
having great cities as we have always had since time 
immemorial, indeed our country for us, is a matter of great 


pride and honour. 


The agriculture of the Indus Man is linked inextricably 
with his tools and weapons’ material, not least because the 
utensils are made of a certain material. It is also on another 
level agricultural developments may even, as an opposite, 
reverse effect; inspire the metalwork that composes the 
utensils, tools and so on. Both the use of barley as opposed 
to wheat or the introduction of rice to the Indus Man’s diet 
can be indicative of a change to the metallurgical work and 


then effect of the use of composite metals. 
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Whereas common theory without knowledge of basic 
anthropology would implicate the use of the tool or utensil 
determined metalwork; the long run, seminal use of 
metalurgy, such as the change from Stone Age is the 
beginning seen as a developmental process involving a 
metaphysical development; the main inspiration from the 


unseen world. 


Two very obvious points of comparison here are as 
follows: One the diet has lightened in colour as the 
primary material tools has become glossy or shiny; two, 
the chemical composition that was one from being made 
up of single metals, to compounds, with two or more 
metals combined to form an alloy or metal. The opposite is 
where with Iron ore we have subtracted the oxygen from 


the Iron ore and purified it to get Iron. 


Bronze Age mega-cities in Pakistan 
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If, paleontology tells us, cities, miles-wide from one end to 
another, existed in this part of the world, it would mean, 
before Jericho, Babylon or Cairo; Ancient Pakistan is the 
cradle of civilisation. There were these mega cities in the 
country altogether by the Bronze age, Ancient Pakistan 


was the cradle of civilization as we know it. 


It is of interest because they are around 50 sites showing 
cities just a pind for which is infamous. These were by 
then mega cities with working guttering for toilets, so good 
the drainage is better able to deal with today's monsoons 
than that in the modern city. The mega cities including 
Mohenjodaro, Harappa and Mehrgarh, indeed today's 
karachi, Islamabad, lahore, Multan owe much to them. 
Unfortunately, interest in Ancient Pakistani Megacities is 


therefore limited to the decline of Indus man.

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Iron is used to make the steel, as far as our cutlery, tools, 
utensils and other industrial usages go. Early industrialists 
found adding carbon to Iron toughens it.

To add copper 
to iron gives the metal a resistance to corrosion by the 
elements. It’s non-corrosive properties mean it has a wide 


range of uses, as did Bronze and before that, stone.
